It has not ; 
been alone the march of civilization that j 
has scared and destroyed these resources. 
It has been wanton carelessness and ignor­ 
ance.” 
The undeniable truth of this assertion 
should spur us to support the wild life con­ 
servation movement with all our energy.

As a result, their standard of living is 
very low. 
They, therefore, are perfectly willing to 
run the risk of war and make the sacrifice connect­ 
ed with war in order to get w hat the “have” nations 
kept them from getting by tariffs. 
How? 
The 
■'have nots" cannot get natural resources at a rea- 
s a hie price unless the nations who have them 
accept goods in payment without putting a tariff 
on them. 
It is, thus, true that tarriff and imm igration law's 
are the immediate cause of wars, while the original, 
or first and primary cause of wars, are the m is­ 
understandings of the people on tile wage question 
that results in tariffs and immigration laws. These 
tariff and 
immigration 
laws 
greatly 
reduce 
the 
natural division of labor and result in lowering the 
standard of living of all the people. 
Some of the greatest econom ists and historians 
of the agee are thoroughly convinced that it was 
the arbitrary tariff laws in Europe that brought 
about the World war. 


England Progressed Under Free Trade 
Vt hen England predominated under an intelligent 
aristocracy it maintained free trade for many years. 
As democracy pri vails in different countries people 
believe that wages can be arbitrary and that the 
workers can be protected against other workers, by 
tariff laws then tariffs are established. 
Practically 
all countries now have very high tariffs attem pting 
to protect them selves against other people 
from 
producing wealth. 


As a result of these arbitrary lines, Italy started 
war against Ethiopia. 
Germany is determined to 
get her colonies back so that she may have a supply 
of r; w materials 
without paying excessively for 
them and Japan is endeavoring to get more and 
more of China as a means of getting raw material 
and having a large unit of government that is not 
bumpered in the division of labor by tariffs. 
So we can logically say that the primary cause, or 
Hie first cause, is the original misunderstanding in 
wage question that eventually, through tariffs 
md immigration law* result* in war.

in

of the 
average, 
self-respecting, independent Amer­ 
ican citizen.” 
In ills Constitution Day speech, 
less than a month later, the P resi­ 
dent took up the theme thus an ­ 
nounced by his son (Mr. Roosevelt 
had been careful to state at the 
time that he had not read Jim ­ 
my's speech) and announced; “We 
have tile,se who really fear the m a­ 
jority rule of democracy, who want 
old forms of economic and social 
control to remain in a few hands. 
They say rn their hearts; ‘lf con­ 
stitutional democracy continues to 
threaten our control, why should 
we be against a plutocratic dic­ 
tatorship 
which 
could 
perpetuate 
our control?’ ’* 
And he 
followed 
with 
one 
of 
his 
characteristic 
poundings 
of 
Lig 
“lawyers 
d is­ 
tinguished in their day.’* 
‘‘B ig-B usiness—Big-Law yer H am ­ 
iltonian 
plutocracy”—tile 
rule of 
those 
whom Alexander 
Hamilton 
called “the wise, tile rich, and the 
good," as opposed to the rule of 
the 
people, 
whom 
Hamilton 
de­ 
scribed as “a great beast”—that is 
the irrepressible issue 
which the 
New Dealers are, rather reluctant­ 
ly. preparing to raise and meet. 
This issue is som ewhat different 
i to the 
"c lass-fee ling" 
which 
Air 
Roosevelt 
has 
been 
accused of 
fostering. 
It represents a choice 
between two methods of promoting 
Hie 
general 
welfare. 
With 
the 
anonym ous and irresponsible rule 
of organized money, we are only 
too fam iliar but there 
are 
still 
those of us who hanker for “the 
good old days” when every stock 
seemed good for a 40-point rise, 
when taxes were low. and Morgan 
was a name to swear by instead 
of curse at. 
The purpose of mod­ 
ern democracy is to increase the 
visibility 
in 'he control -nd 
use 
of wealth aud to assign an a c­ 
countable 
responsibility 
to 
those 
who 
manage tile economic com ­ 
monwealth. 
Democracy is still our professed 
political faith; plutocracy has long 
been our political practice. 
We are 
now approaching a stage in our 
national life when we must make 
a choice between the two alterna­ 
tives 
Mr. Roosevelt’s western tour 
will be a surprise if he does not 
further cultivate tliis issue in the 
region which gave to the nation— 
in 
Populism and 
the 
free silver 
crusade— its first organized revolt

It is apparent that the one fa c­ 
tor which seem s to be certain in 
the cause of cancer is the repeat­ 
ed irritation of the skin or of the 
ill-fitting set of dental plates con- 
agents. 
One 
investigator 
proved 
that 
cancers could be caused to form 
on the skin of the rat by rug- 
bing vigorously 
into 
the 
skin 
preparations of tar, soot, 
lubri­ 
cating oils or various chemicals. 
Various 
types 
of cancer 
asso­ 
ciated 
with 
irritation 
have 
been 
discovered. 
Som etim es 
a 
cancer 
appears where a sharp tooth or 
ill-fitting set of dotal plates con­ 
tinuously 
rubbed 
the 
check 
or 
tongue. 
Cancer 
is 
frequently 
seen 
on 
the 
lip where 
a hot 
pipe 
stem 
regularly irritates the skin. 
Can­ 
cers also have been seen on the 
lips 
of people 
who smoke 
ciga­ 
rets which 
stick to the lip and 
are roughly pulled off. 


The average person thinks of a 
cancer as 
a 
horrible 
sore, 
or 
a 
tremendous growth. 
That is be­ 
cause 
cancer 
is 
too 
frequently 
neglected until it has reached 
a 
serious 
stage. 
In 
the 
earliest* 


stages, cancer is a tiny spot op 
Just a little scalp 
place on 
th® 
skin or on the lining of some in ­ 
ternal organ. 
This earliest stag® 
of cancer 
can 
be 
prevented, 
as 
far 
as 
we 
know, 
only 
through 
preventing 
the 
irritating 
factor 
that gives it a start. 
Cancer of the lip and 
tongue, 
as has been mentioned, are m ost 
common 
among 
men. 
However, 
smoking among women has grown 
so much in the last 25 years that^ 
there is likely to be a change in 
this regard. 
W omen 
first began 
smoking in 
considerable numbers 
around 
1919. 
At 
that 
time 
w® 
used in the United States around 
IO billion cigarets per year. 
Now 
we use about 145 billion cigarets 
each year 
Cancer of the mouth 
is found 
most frequently among men who 
use tobacco to excess, who neg­ 
lect 
their 
teeth 
and 
who 
wear 
badly fitted, rough dental acces­ 
sories. 
It 
is 
believed 
that 
thorough _ 
cleanliness 
of 
the 
mouth 
and 
teeth, correction of all dental de­ 
fects and the avoidance of such A 
irritations as have been mentioned 
will help to lower the incidence 
of cancer of the moqth.
